573 NGC 1921-D MS 65 Prooflike. A superior example, with good 
cameo contrast.

The deep smoky-gray patina cannot 
obscure the limitless mirrored reflectivity in the proof fields. A 
bit dark for some tastes, but a good value in a proof Morgan. 

Deep, watery fields and mostly brilliant 
except for a light layer of golden-russet peripheral color.

The Open Wreath variety with flashy 
luster and a sharp strike. The fields and devices are very clean 
with one small mark in the left obverse field. 

595 PCGS 1849 MS 63. A sharply struck example of our nation's 
first $1 gold piece. 

596 NGC 1850 MS 65. While generally considered a rather 
common date in the Type One series, the 1850 is rather 
elusive in gem and near-gem condition. This is a well struck 
coin with glowing mint luster and surfaces that are problem- 
free to the unaided eye. Population: 6 in 65, only 1 finer 

597 PCGS 1851 MS 62. Fully struck. 

598 NGC 1851 MS 63. Flashy and bright with no major marks or 
spots. 

599 NGC 1851 MS 64. Intense, radiant luster characterizes this 
coin. The surfaces do show a few tiny flaws but these are 
certainly minor considerations given the strong overall eye 
appeal of this snappy looking gold dollar. 

600 PCGS 1851-C MS 61. One of the more common Charlotte 
gold dollars, the '51-C is occasionally available in mint 
condition but not in sufficient quantities to satisfy collector 
demand for Charlotte type coins. This is a sharply struck coin 
with bright mint luster and a few obvious marks, the most 
conspicuous ones being a couple in the center of the reverse. 
An important opportunity for the Charlotte specialist as well 
as gold dollar collectors.

PCGS 1851-0 MS 61. One of the more available New Orleans 
gold dollars, the '51-0 is occasionally available in mint 
condition but is often softly defined in the centers. This piece 
is fully struck and shows a light overlay of orange patina atop 
the lustrous yellow-gold surfaces. Trends $800 in MS 60. 

602 PCGS 1851-0 MS 62. Like the coin above, this piece is also 
fully struck, but it has a different look as the surfaces are a 
bright yellow-gold throughout. Lustrous and quite attractive 
with minim al abrasions. Trends $800 in MS 60, $2,950 in MS 
63. 

603 AN ACS 1852 AU 50. Original surfaces. 

604 PCGS 1852 MS 62. The mint bloom is unfortunately marred by 
a few more obvious abrasions. 

605 NGC 1852 MS 64. A very lustrous and frosty example of our 
smallest gold coin. Exceptionally clean surfaces with one small 
tick on the cheek. 

606 NGC 1852-0 MS 61. A scarce issue that has the second lowest 
mintage among O-mint gold dollars. In mint state it is 
considered a mid R.6 item and is a desirable issue as such. 
Typical for the issue, the central details are softly defined. The 
luster is quite good and there is a bit of hght reddish color 
surrounding the devices. Trends $1,450 in MS 60. 

607 NGC 1853 MS 61. Fully lustrous, there are several noticeable 
marks in the center of the obverse that account for the grade. 

608 NGC 1853 MS 62. Sharply struck and fully lustrous. 

609 NGC 1853 MS 62. Light in color with a couple of more obvious 
field marks. 

610 NGC 1853 MS 62. Well struck with orange-gold color. 

611 NGC 1853 MS 63. A pleasing example of this Type 1 gold 
dollar. Lustrous and bright with the look of a higher grade but 
one hairline scratch on the obverse. 

612 PCGS 1853 MS 63. A nice representation for the grade with 
good luster, a sharp strike, and a few minor marks. Perfect for 
a gold type set. 

613 PCGS 1853-0 AU 58. The most common O-mint gold dollar 
and a collectible item as such. This piece is typical for the issue 
with slightly weak centers. Very close to full mint state. 

614 NGC 1854 Type One MS 62. Light centers with deeper 
peripheral color. Die clashed in the fields. 

615 NGC 1854 Type One MS 62. Bright mint luster, but just a bit 
baggy to grade any higher. 

616 PCGS 1854 Type One MS 62. Good luster with no major 
marks and only a few hght hairlines in the fields. 

617 NGC 1854 Type One MS 63. The last year for the Type 1 
design. This example has cartwheel luster and a bold strike 
with only a few scattered marks. 

618 PCGS 1854 Type Two AU 53. The scarce Type 2 issue struck 
for only 3 years. This piece is very pleasing with just slight 
wear and much remaining luster. 

619 NGC 1854 Type Two AU 58. Most of the mint luster remains 
and the strike is quite strong for a coin of this type, especially 
on the reverse. Minimally abraded. 
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620 NGC 1854 Type Two AU 58. Very sharply detailed on the 
obverse hair details but correspondingly weak in the center of 
the reverse.

621 NGC 1854 Type Two AU 58. A nearly mint state example of 
this scarce type.

Normal S. A scarce and often 
overlooked Type Two gold dollar, the '56-S is scarce in all 
grades and among the best produced of all Type Two issues. 
This is a remarkably well preserved example that displays 
clean fields and devices, and shows only faint die clashing on 
the reverse. The striking details are somewhat soft in the 
center of each side. Trends $2,650. 

628 PCGS 1857-C VF 30. The '57-C is a very scarce gold dollar that 
is perhaps best known for the poor planchets on which they 
were struck as well as the weak details on the design motifs. 
This coin is typical for the issue, being VF with weakly defined 
centers. There are no mentionable abrasions on either side. 
Trends $525 in VF 20. $1,300 in XF 40. 

629 PCGS 1864 MS 62. A rare, low mintage issue with a business 
strike production of only 5,900 pieces. This coin is just a tad 
soft in the centers with strong peripheral details. The fields 
are bright from having been struck from lapped dies and 
overall the color is a pale orange with just a hint of olive. 
Trends $1,350 in MS 60, $2,800 in MS 63. 

630 PCGS 1871 MS 62. Well struck, not soft in the centers as 
usual, with semi-prooflike fields and deep orange-gold color. 
Scarcer issue. Trends $800 in MS 60, $2,000 in MS 63. 

631 PCGS 1873 Open 3 MS 64. Bright, lustrous features that are 
well struck throughout. 

632 PCGS 1873 Open 3 MS 64. Very flashy and brilliant with 
prooflike surfaces and frosty devices. A very premium quality 


633 PCGS 1873 Open 3 MS 64. A sharply struck piece with 
attractive rose toning over satiny surfaces. 

634 NGC 1874 MS 64. Well struck with thick mint luster, the 
surfaces show a deep reddish-orange patina that is most 
appealing. Minimal abrasions. 


NGC 1876 MS 63. The 1876 is the rarest gold dollar struck 
after 1875. This coin is fairly typical for the date with semi- 
prooflike fields and softness of strike in the central portions of 
each side. Bright yellow-gold color and a nice looking piece for 
the grade. Population: 8 in 63, only 8 others finer. Trends 
$1,900. 

636 PCGS 1884 MS 65. A slightly scarcer date with a mintage of 
only 5200 pieces. This example is flashy and bright with 
exceptionally clean surfaces and two very light toning spots on 
the obverse. 

637 PCGS 1887 MS 64. Fully struck, the lustrous surfaces show a 
rich golden-orange color overall with lilac accents on the 
highpoints of the devices. 

638 PCGS 1887 MS 64. Firmly struck and problem-free with good 
luster and moderate color. 

639 PCGS 1888 MS 64. Boldly struck with satiny luster and no 
major marks or spots. 

640 NGC 1889 MS 62. 

641 PCGS 1889 MS 64. The final year for gold dollars. This 
example is lustrous and bright with one small tick on the 
cheek.

643 NGC 1796 Stars AU 50. Only 432 pieces were struck of the 
Stars type and estimates of survivors range from as few as 20 
to 25 coins (Akers) to a high of 30 (Breen). Virtually all are in 
the VF-XF grade range, most show central striking weakness, 
and adjustment marks are prevalent. This piece shows some 
softness in the centers with the neck of the eagle and upper 
breast feathers weak, but on the obverse the hair is only softly 
defined behind the ear. The surfaces are a bright yellow-gold, 
there are a few crisscrossing hairlines in the center of the 
shield on the reverse, and some remnants of the original 
prooflike finish can still be seen. There are really no single 
marks one might consider distracting, just a few tiny ticks 
scattered about. Overall this is a nice, high grade example of 
this very rare early quarter eagle, and the first we have 
handled since the Mandigo specimen in last year's ANA Sale.

650 PCGS 1852-0 AU 50. A moderately scarce issue, this piece is 
typical with softly impressed central details. Relatively clean 
for the grade with accents of reddish color. Conditionally rare 
in AU. Trends $1,050. 

651 PCGS 1852-0 AU 50. Well struck except on the eagle's left leg, 
there are a couple of tiny pecks on the cheek of Liberty but 
these are only moderately detracting. The surfaces have a rich 
reddish-orange patina overall with contrasting lilac accents in 
the fields. One of the more obtainable New Orleans quarter 
eagles from the 1850s. Trends $1,050. 

652 NGC 1853 MS 62. A bit softly struck in the centers but fully 
lustrous. 

653 NGC 1854-C AU 50. A scarce, low mintage issue with a 
production run of only 7,295 pieces. This piece is typical for 
the issue with soft striking details on the eagle, but better 
defined on the obverse. A clean example struck on a problem- 
free planchet and showing no distracting abrasions. Trends 
$4,500. 

654 PCGS 1854-0 AU 50. The '54-0 is one of the few branchmint 
issues from this era that can be located in AU condition and 
still not cost more than a thousand dollars. This coin has much 
reddish color, few blemishes, and is reasonably well struck. 
Trends $650. 

655 NGC 1855 MS 62. A well defined quarter eagle from this 
period, there are few distracting blemishes and the coin is 
fully lustrous. Quite scarce in mint condition. Population: 4 in 
62, 8 finer. 

656 PCGS 1860-C AU 50. The '60-C is a rare Charlotte quarter 
eagle that is extremely elusive in high grades (above XF) and 
almost always struck on poorly produced planchets. As the 
reverse die used was left over from 1858, the details on the 
eagle are indistinct and blurry, always being the weakest part 
of the coin. This piece is better detailed than most, and the 
planchet flaking is shallow and mostly concentrated in the 
reverse fields. A rare opportunity to acquire this very diffi cult 
Charlotte issue. Trends $5,700. 

657 NGC 1861 MS 64. Sparkling mint luster and fully detailed 
throughout, this is a lovely Coronet quarter eagle, and while a 
common date it is one that is usually not located in such 
superior condition. Population: 17 in 64, 5 finer. 

658 NGC 1866-S XF 40. A moderately scarce issue that is usually 
not available any finer than XF. This piece has the striking 
softness common to S-mint gold of this era and there are a few 
noticeable marks, the most obvious one being in the center of 
the cheek. Trends $1,300. 

659 PCGS 1868 AU 55. A scarce, low mintage P-mint quarter 
eagle, this is a lovely prooflike specimen with deep reddish 
color over both sides. Just 3,600 pieces were minted, with most 


660 PCGS 1868-S AU 55. While not as scarce as earlier S-mint 
quarter eagles, this is a worthwhile coin for the advanced 
collector because of the exceptionally high grade. Seldom seen 
any finer than XF, this sharply struck coin has most of the 
original mint luster still intact and there are no really 
distracting marks present, the only one worthy of mention is a 
thin, diagonal scratch below the right tip of the truncation of 
the bust.

Deep reddish-orange color on both sides 
and showing remnants of semi-prooflikeness in the fields, as 
always. Well struck with numerous small abrasions and a 
couple of larger field marks. Trends $730. 

663 PCGS 1871-S VF 35. Only moderately scarce, this piece shows 
the usually seen softness of strike in the centers. 

664 NGC 1872-S XF 40. Lustrous, but fairly weak in the centers 
for this scarcer S-mint quarter eagle, one of 18,000 pieces 
minted. Trends $600. 

665 NGC 1873 MS 63. Open 3. The more common of the two 
varieties of this year, this piece is exceptionally well struck 
and fully lustrous with no major surface impairments. Trends

759 NGC 1855 AU 55. One of the more available issues in the 
three-dollar series, this piece shows slight evidence of die 
striations in the more protected areas of the fields and the 
surfaces retain a slight reflective quality. There is a bit of 
striking softness apparent on the highpoints of the design and 
on the reverse there are several field marks. Trends $1,000 in 
AU 50, $2,450 in MS 60. 

760 NGC 1859 AU 58. Virtually complete luster. Not particularly 
scarce when compared to other three-dollar issues, but still a 
tough coin to locate in AU and better condition. Trends $1,350 
in AU 50, $2,850 in MS 60. 

761 PCGS 1874 AU 55. Bright surfaces with ample luster in the 
protected areas. 

762 NGC 1874 AU 58. There is just the slightest bit of friction on 
each side, preventing a mint state classification. Reddish 
colored fields with mildly contrasting yellow-gold color around 
the devices. 

763 NGC 1878 AU 58. Just a trace of wear and much remaining 

764 PCGS 1878 MS 64. An immensely attractive three-dollar type 
coin. As always, the mint frost is simply superb, being thick 
and showing a pinkish-rose tint.

765 AN ACS 1882 AU 50. A scarce, low mintage issue with only 
1,500 pieces produced, this piece is typical for the issue with 
prooflike fields and is generally well struck. Minimal 
abrasions. Trends $1,900. 

766 PCGS 1888 MS 63. A very attractive coin with deeply 
reflective surfaces and light cameo contrast on the devices 
giving it the appearance of a proof. A few scattered marks do 
not detract. 


EARLY HALF EAGLES 

767 NGC 1804 AU 50. B. 2-D. While not a rare date by any means, 
when one separates the two major varieties of this year, as 
Akers suggests, the individual varieties are scarcer than the 
most common dates of the type. This piece is generally well 
defined in the centers as well as the peripheries and there are 
numerous small but individually insignificant, abrasions on 
each side. Trends $2,200. 

768 ANACS 1806 XF 40. Round Top 6. One of the more commonly 
seen types among early gold, Round Top 6 fives are a 
commonly used coin for type purposes. As usual, the strike on 
this piece is weak on the obverse, however, the eagle's breast 
is well detailed on the reverse with weakness only apparent at 
the juncture of the shield and left wing. Predominantly 
greenish-gold in color with a mild accent of red on the devices.

769 NGC 1807 Bust Left MS 62. First year of issue for the John 
Reich Bust Left design and always in demand by collectors as 
a type coin. This piece, of course, is far above average for the 
date which is usually only seen in XF condition. This is a fully 
detailed coin that has strong luster characteristics and a 
number of small abrasions that account for the grade. There 
are slight traces of a light reddish patina on each side that add 
even more to the eye appeal of this premium example. Trends

770 NGC 1811 MS 61. Tall 5. The 1811 is scarcer than its mintage 
of almost 100,000 impressions would suggest as a considerable 
number of coins struck in this year were actually dated 1810. 
The Tall 5 variety is also approximately twice as scarce as the 
Small 5 variety. This piece is moderately abraded and there 
are die clash marks in the fields, but a nicely lustrous coin 
with no major surface impairments.

Firmly struck throughout, 
there are numerous small abrasions seen on each side and the 
surfaces are graced by a delicate rose patina. Trends $1,600. 

776 PCGS 1840 MS 63. Narrow Mill. While not a rare coin in the 
absolute sense, with lower grade specimens always being 
available, in mint condition the 1840 is a significant coin and 
well worth the attention of specialists. The strike on this piece 
is noteworthy with all the details fully brought up except on 
the eagle's left leg.

Traces of luster still 
remain and overall the coin has a pleasing fight greenish-gold 
color, and there are no mentionable abrasions.

778 PCGS 1841-D XF 45. There are a few small marks on the 
obverse and good color throughout. One of the more easily 
obtainable Dahlonega half eagles. Trends $1,300 in XF 40,

779 PCGS 1842-D Large Date VF 30. A very rare half eagle, and 
in fact, the rarest of all Dahlonega issues in this widely 
collected series. Akers regards this issue as more elusive in all 
grades than even the 1861-D. It is a condition rarity as well 
with very few known in XF, perhaps only 3 or 4 pieces in AU, 
and nothing finer.

780 NGC 1844-0 XF 45. Very sharply struck with pronounced 
greenish-gold color. A common date O-mint five. 

781 NGC 1847-D MS 60. A rare D-mint half eagle and one that is 
usually only seen in the VF-XF grade range. In AU the '47-D is 
very rare and at the MS 60 level this is one of the finest pieces 
known. Well struck on the obverse with softly defined feathers 
on the eagle's neck. Very clean with no distracting marks on 
either side. Trends $8,000. 

782 NGC 1849 MS 60. The mintage for the 1849 is high with 
133,070 pieces produced. However, it is certainly not a 
common date as one might believe if only the mintage were 
used as an indicator of rarity. This is the only MS 60 certified 
by NGC with a mere 3 pieces finer. The obverse details are 
well defined, but the reverse is somewhat soft on the eagle's 
plumage. The surfaces are a bright yellow-gold and there are 
no large or distracting marks on either side. Trends $2,500. 

783 NGC 1849-D AU 53. Very rare in all grades, the '49-D is also 
a condition rarity that is very elusive (Breen says "extremely

786 NGC 1855-S AU 50. Very scarce, and even more elusive than 
the Dahlonega or Charlotte issues of the same date, even 
though the mintage was substantially higher for the San 
Francisco issue. The '55-S is a condition rarity also with most 
survivors being well worn. In AU it is decidedly rare and 
unkn own in mint state. This is a pleasing, problem-free piece 
that has fight yellow-gold color and shows no distracting 
blemishes.

787 PCGS 1856-S XF 45. A moderately scarce No Motto half eagle 
that becomes quite elusive and expensive in AU and better 
grades. This is a bright, well struck piece that has much of the 
look of an AU coin. Trends $800 in XF 40, $2,750 in AU 50. 

788 NGC 1857-C AU 55. This is quite a nice example of this 
scarcer Charlotte half eagle. There is very little striking 
softness on the obverse, that trait being mostly limited to the 
neck of the eagle on the reverse.

Very rare 
in AU and considered a mid R-7 in that grade range with an 
estimated 7-8 pieces believed extant.

(as struck) on the lower neck extending into the exergual area.

790 PCGS 1858 XF 45. A scarce, low mintage (15,136) P-mint that 
is seldom seen any finer than the present example. This is an 
average piece with some slight softness on the hair curls and 
arrows, and a moderate number of small abrasions on each 
side. Trends $700 in XF 40, $2,050 in AU 50. 

791 ANACS 1860-D VF 30. A scarce late date Dahlonega five, this 
piece is softly struck, as always, and there is a rich reddish 
patina over both sides that is most attractive. There are a 
couple of shallow marks in the reverse field above the eagle's 
head that serve as the most identifying feature on the coin. 
Trends $850 in VF 20, $1,750 in XF 40. 

792 PCGS 1866-S No Motto VF 30. An exceedingly rare No 
Motto half eagle that is prohibitively rare above the VF level 
and unknown any finer than AU 50. The surfaces of this coin 
are somewhat dull, being fight in color overall with tiny 
portions of red around the devices. There are only two marks 
on the coin of any note, one on the cheek of Liberty and the 
other on her neck, otherwise exceptionally free from blemishes 
considering the grade. Trends $2,000 in VF 20, $5,750 in XF 
40. 

793 ANACS 1867-S Fine 15. A very rare With Motto five that is 
seldom seen above the Fine-VF level. Well worn with a couple 
of shallow planchet depressions on the obverse. Trends $475 in 
Fine 12. 
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794 PCGS 1868-S AU 55. Very rare in XT or better condition with 
only 3 other pieces certified in AU by the major certification 
services. The 1868-S is unknown in strict mint condition and 
there is only one coin certified in a higher grade, that being an 
NGC AU 58. This is a pleasing piece that is well defined 
throughout. There is a slight reddish caste to the coin but 
none of the coppery stains sometimes seen on this issue. 
Trends $6,000 in AU 50, unlisted any finer. 

795 NGC 1870 AU 65. Nearly as rare as the 1869, the mintage of 
the 1870 was a mere 4,000 business strikes, and the vast 
majority of survivors only grade VF or XF -with strict AU 
pieces very rare. This is a sharply defined coin with bright, 
glittering surfaces that show no untoward abrasions on either 
side.

796 NGC 1871 AU 58. A very rare Coronet five with a mintage of 
only 3,230 business strikes, most of which grade only VF or 
XF. Mint state pieces are unknown and this is the finest 
example certified by either of the major services. Well struck 
with bright prooflike fields and showing no obvious or 
distracting marks on either side. Trends $6,250 in AU 50, 
unlisted any finer. 

797 PCGS 1873 Closed 3 AU 55. By a small margin, the scarcer of 
the two 1873 half eagle varieties. Mildly prooflike and just a 
touch of friction from mint state. Trends $625 in AU 50, $2,050 
in MS 60. 

798 PCGS 1876-CC VF 30. A rare CC five that is rare not only in 
the absolute sense with a mere 6,887 pieces struck but is also 
a conditional rarity with very few examples known above the 
VF level. This is a nice, problem-free example for the grade 
with no surface problems and reasonably good detailing on the 
design motifs.

The 
usual "mustard" color is seen with a slight lilac tinge on the 
highpoints of the devices. Of the 95 proofs struck, Akers 
estimates that only 20-25 may exist today. This is the only PR 
66 certified by NGC and 2 pieces are finer.
